Travis was the first witness called foday. 
He said that of April 20 last he went to the 
Armour packing. house at 1586-188 Greene 
place, Brooklyn., and purchased from Harry 
Schmidt, manager of the poultry department, 
a box of chickens marked “ forty-eight 
pounds.” He asked Schmidt it there could 
de any mistake in the weight. 

Tou don't suppose a concern like Armour 
& Co. would give you short weight,” he says 
Schmidt replied. 

That afternoon a customer ordefed a four 
pound chicken from the Bollinger store, and 
Travis went to look for one. There were 
twelve in the box, and he could not find one 
that weighed four pounds. He then put all 
of the fowl on the scales, and found they 
were four pounds short in weight. 

Several more boxes of ciickens were pur- 
chased after that, and all were found to be 
short in weight. Travis then visited the 
Gwitt & Co. packing house and purchased 
chickens. He again found a shortage of 
four pounds in every fifty. Every other 
large packing house was tried with the same 
result, and Travis became convinced that 
there was an understanding among the pack- 


ers. 
Short Weight Proven. 

Thepector Tighe said that he and Inepector 
Hanson went to Schmidt and represented 
themselves to be butchers and bought 140 
rounds of chickens. 

“Are you sure the weights are correct as 
marked on the bores?” asked Tighe. 

“Certainly they are. You don't need to 
take the chickens unless you want to,“ an- 
ewerced Schmidt. 

„% Well, we want those birds weighed,” said 
Tighe. 

Schmidt intimated that he was not accus- 
tomed to weighing chickens for customers. 
Tighe then informed him that he had official 
scales in his wagon outside, and before the 
astonished packing house manager he pro- 
ceeded to weigh the chickens. The box 
marked 140 pounds weighed only 136 pounds. 
Tighe had paid for and received a receipted 
bill for 140 pounds at 16 cents a pound, so 
he charged Schmidt with having defrauded 
him of 64 centr. Sehmidt then was ar- 


rested. 

He testified that there is a shrinkage of 
about four pounds on fifty pounds in nearly 
every case, and pleaded thie as his excuse 
for te ling the inspectors they were not being 
cheated. 

Puts It Up to Packers. 

“ But doe the Armour company insist upon 
making the butcherr pay tor the shrinkage?” 
said Magistrate Naumer.

BOTH SHOT IN THE HEAD. 


Sheriff of Sangamon County Seeks 
Clew to Double Murder. 


Springfield, HL, May 30, 2:30 a. m--{Bpe- 
cial. }—The bodies of Cora Leadbeater, aged 
17, and her crippled sister, Carrie; aged 7, 
were found In 4 creek near their father’s 
farm, nine miles from this city, last (Wednes- 
day) evening. Both girls had deen shot 
through the head. 

A revolver with two of its chambers emp- 
tied also was found in the creek near the 
place where the bodies were recovered. 

It is generally accepted that both girls were 
murdered. A few hold to the theory of a 
doudle suicide, or the murder of the younger 
girl by her older sister, who afterwards killed. 
herself. 

But no motive to sustain either theory can 
be discovered. Neither of the girls had been 
mistreated. No suspicious characters hed 
deen seen in the neighborhood. There was no 
known reason for suicide. The revolver 
found in the creek was a strange one. Both 
girls were happy and satisied. 


Went to Oreek to Fish. 

The two giris left the tarmnouse at 1:30 
o'clock yeeverday afternoon, saying they 
were going to dugar creek, which divices 
the Leaabeater trom the Brunk farm ad- 
joining. That is the last time they were 
seen alive. 

At 6 o'clock their father, Joseph Lead- 
beater, alarmed at their unusual absence, 
went to the creek in search of them. He 
found their sunbonnets lying on the bank of 
the creek, but no otner trace of them. 

Fearing the worst he summoned assistance 
and, aided by his neighbors, began to search 
the creék. At 7 o'clock the body of the older 
girl was brought to the surface. It was not 
until 10 o'clock that the body of the little 
girl was recovered. 


Bullet Holes Are Found. 

It was not until the bodies had been re- 
moved to the farmhouse that Dr. J. M Dunn 
of Pawnee, who had been sent for, made an 
examination. which revealed the fact that 
both girls had been shot. He found that the 
bullets had entered the head of each girl, and 
the hair had been burned, proving that the 
weapon had been held only a short distance 
away. 

Blood stains were found on the clothing, 
but the gore that flowed from the wounds 
had been washed away while the bodies were 
at the bottom of the creek. 

At 2 o'clock this morning Chief Deputy 
Sheriff F. W. Long and a posse of experienced 
men started for the neighborhood of the 
tragedy to make a thorough search of the 
woods for suspicious characters.

French General Rescues Her as Car- 
riage Topples from Bridge.

PARIS, May 2.—Queen Maud of Norway 
was saved from posaible drowning or serious 
injury today dy Gen. Michel of the French 
army. King Haakon himeelf, in the mean- 
time, had thrown off his hat and coat and 
was preparing to spring into the water if 
need be to rescue his wife. 

The horses drawing a carriage in which the 
queen and Mme. Fallieres were riding with 
Gen. Michel became unmanageable and 
leaped from a bridge into the water, dragging 
the carriage in after them. 

Jump with the Queen. 

While the herses were plunging in fright 
Gen. Michel seized Queen Maud and sprang 
with ber from the carriage. Placing her in 
safety beside the road, he returned and 
rescued Mme. Fallieres just an instant before 
the carriage overturned off the briége. 

The accident took place on the bridge in the 
park of Versailles, which leads over Lake 
Marie Antoinette to the Swiss village near 
the Petit Trianon. 

From some reason the horses drawing the 
carriage suddenly became frightened and be- 
gan to lunge furiously. The bridge fs without 
rails, low stone copings taking their place. 
First one horse fell into the water, and the 
continued plunging of the others carried two 
more over the side of the bridge. The pos 
tiliong went with them. 

In the meantime the queen and Mme. Fal- 
lieres were greatly alarmed. Gen. Michel, 
realising the danger, burst open the door of 
the landau and sprang to the ground with the 
queen, and afterwards with Mme. Fallieres. 
The general's action was none too prompt, for 
just as the women were in savety the oecil- 
lating carriage foliowed the horses into the 


lake. 
King Ready to Dive.

Haakon and President Fallieres, who were 
m another carriage, that something was 
wrong, and they hastened back.

“Public employés,”’ he said, “ should not 
affiliate with labor organizations... They 
should not ally themselves with any section 
of the public, as they are employed by the 
whole public. Teachers are employed to 
teach the children of the whole public and 
hence should not be permitted to ally them- 
selves with any class of the public. The 
schools must, furthermore, be run by one 
head. They cannot be conducted on the 
plan of a circle within a circle. By that I 
mean that the plan of Miss De Bey to have 
the schools run not only by a board of edu- 
cation, but also by a system of teachers’ 
counciis is absurd and impracticable. I 
stand, furthermore, for the appointment of 
all teachers on a basis of merit solely.” 

Caucus in Afternoon.

Each ot the 2,800 em- 
ployés will get about $12 of the bonus.

VOLIVA MUST SURRENDER 
UNDER DECISION OF COURT. 


General Overseer of Zion Losing Ground 
in Contest for Control of Church 


Property. 


No alternative remains to Wilbur Glenn 
Voliva, general overseer of the Christian 
Catholic Apostolic church, but to comply 
with the order of Receiver John C. Hately 
and turn over all the administrative, relig- 
ious, and school property in Zion City tomor- 
row. This became apparent yesterday when 
the hearing on a petition, filed by the re- 
ceiver’s attorneys, asking for authority to sell 
the property or such parts of it as he may 
elect, was postponed by Judge K. M. Landis 
until Friday afternoon.

The 
petition for order of sale is directed against 
John A. Lewis, named by Dr. Dowie as his 
successor in his will. Lewis said he would 
in no way contest the issuance of the order 
as he believed it would make for the good of 
Zion. Should a new lease for the use of 
these buildings be made between the receiver 
and Lewis it will result in unifying the forces 
opposed to Voliva, ahd with every advantage 
on their side in event of a contest. Lewis 
is said to be candidate for general overseer 
at the election next September.

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GIRL WHO KILLED MOTHER 


HELD BLAMELESS BY JURY. 


Alma Demlow Found to Have Thrown 
Stone at Another Woman, Striking 
Parent Instead. 


After refusing to go to a saloon to get beer 
for hér mother and Mrs. Grace Oswold. Mise 
Alma Demilow, 16 years old, 40 Bast Web- 
ster avenue, became involved in a difficulty 
with Mrs. Oswold and threw a stone at her. 
It missed her, and, A king her mother, Mrs. 
Augusta Demlow, 85 years old, in the fore- 
heal, caused a wound that resulted in her 
death early yesterday morning. 

A coroner’s jury exonerated the young 
woman at an inquest in the afternoon, but 
recommended that the Juvenile court take 
up the case. The girl, who is employed as a 
wrapper in a west side factory, told her story 
to the coroner and jury. 

„ Mother and a Mrs. Grace Oswold, 59 
Perry street, were sitting in the kitchen 
when I came home from work on May 20," 
she said. ‘“‘ They had been drinking, and 
mother asked me to go to the saloon and get 
more beer. I wouldn't do it, and told ber she 
ought to stop drinking so much because it 
made papa so mad, and that he would scold 
her. Then Mrs. Oswold started after me. 
I ran into the yard. 

„ Mrs Oswold caught me. She slapped me, 
pulled my hair, and called me names. I broke 
away and picked up a stone and threw it 
at her. Just then mamma stepped out of the 
door, and it struck her in the head.“ 

Other witnesses testified that the mother 
forgave the girl, and that her last words 
were that nothing should be done to her. 
Herman Demlow, husband of the dead wom- 
an, broke down and bald his daughter should 
not be heid 

The jury pointed out that the surroundings 
were far from proper for a girl of her years, 

and suggested that she be committed to some 


institution.

Bidders.

“Frank, bay roadster, windbroken, mus- 
cle-strained, joint-stiffened and collarworn;

fire department. Sold to Arthur Lewinsky, 
peddler. Price $37.50 

The entry in the secretary’s book at the 
horse auction yesterday afternoon in the 
stockyards pavilion was not exactly like 
this; but it might well have been. It would 
have told the story of a broken down “fire’’ 
forse, one out of a hundred derelicts which 
each year are condemned by the city and re- 
tired’’—to hard work. 

When a big, rangy roan Horse hobbled into 
the tanbark ring, a fireman who was an in- 
terested spectator in the front row of seats 
remarked: 

It I'm not mistaken thet's Big Dick, who 
used to pull Chief Swenie’s buggy.“ 

„What am I bid?’ shouted “Buck” Young, 
the auctioneer. 

Somebody offered $25. “Another man made 
it $30. Then followed raises of $2.50 until 
finally the auctioneer, in a burst of orator- 
ical effort, declared the old fire horse sold“ 
for $40 to the first bidder. It took about twen- 
ty-five minutes to sell fourteen. The prices 
averaged about $55 and ths whole lot brought 
less than 5800.

John F. Geeting Says Illegal Acts 
Would Decrease with Scrutiny of 
Constitution—84 Become Dentists. 


If lawyers and legislators would study the 
constitution there would not be so many ille- 
gal acts on the statute books in the opinion 
of John F. Geeting, who spoke last evening 
at the tenth annual banquet of the Alumni 
association to the graduating class of the 
Tilinois College of Law at the Sherman house. 

The bar has become commercialized and 
there is great apathy among lawyers toward 
public questions.“ said he.

“Such a proposition is preposterous. It 
is the duty of judges to support the consti- 
tutions of the United States and of the state 
cf Illinois and to ignore laws and acts which 
are unconstitutionai.’”’

Prof. Triggs is a martyr to his ideals of 
Ar love, said Mr. Sercomb. He hae 
nailed tqthe cross of the world’s scorn 
with that same cruelty that the soldiers on 
Calvary crushed the crown of thorns inte 
Jesus's head. 
He now is'in a mood to commit suicide, 
If this scandal ever reaches him, it will kill 
him. He has been driven from all he loved 
and ruined by néwepapers. 

“He has been going down deeper and 
deeper into the slough of despond for more 
than a year. He is broken in health and 
spirit—so broken that he has had to accept 


‘help from his friends to keep the waters 


from closing over his head. At one time he 
actually was starving.” 

Mr. Sercomb would not reveal the pro- 
fessor’s hiding place. The last known of 
him in Chicago was that he was en 
an advertisement writer for the Tobey Fur- 
niture company. It was said by this firm 
that Prof. Triggs had not worked there for 
many months. The professor's last essay 
into the field of teaching was his classes in 
imerpretation of Whitman and other poets. 
He has been separated from nis wife since 
Dec. 81, 1906. Prof. Triggs always claimed 
it was merely ** incompatibility.”’ 


Names His Alleged Eacapades. 

Mrs. Triggs, in her bill, says she always 
conducted herself as a true and chaste wife 
should, but that she was compelled to leave 
her husband in 1805 because of his 
escapades and indiscretions with 3 
men. The occasions on which the professor 
is alleged to have been indisoreet are set 
fcrth as follows:

An ironical commentary upon Prof. Triggs’ 
starving condition is in the prayer which 
Mrs. Trigg# makes that the defendant pay 
all costs of the case, suitable alimony, and 
support her and their one child, a boy, of 6 
years of age, while the case is pending. Mrs. 
Triggs, who has been in Paris until recently, 
asks the custedy of the boy. 


Attains Fame in Retirement . 


Prof. Triggs attained fame at the time of 
his forced retirément from the faculty of the 
University of Chicago in 1904 because of his 
advanced and intemperate views of people 
and things. The statement that brought him 
most conspicuously before the public was his 
ranking Rockefeller and Pullman and other 
industrial kings with Shakespeare. Other in- 
cidents were his criticism of Longfellow, 
Holmes, Lowell, and other American poets, 
and his denunciation of many church hymns 
as doggerel.“ 

His many radical statements kept him in 
the limelight until he began to tire of it. Then 
he sued the New York Sun because that paper 
poked fun at him. He obtained §50 after a 
sensational trial. From that time began his 
career downward, so far as worldly pros- 
perity was concerned. 

The next thing that engaged the attention 
of the public was the discovery that Prof. 
Triggs was living in a flat with a young 
woman. The professor said he was only a 
roomer at the place, and that his relations 
with the young woman were entirely pla- 
tonic. The flat episode was the outcome of 
a community experiment with Mr. Sercomb 
at 1926 Indiana avenue. A magazine Was 
published, furniture of the slab order was 
made, and poetry and the higher thought 
were discussed and lived. It broke up in a 
row.

Prof. Trigg’s other activities have been on 
more conventional lines. He was editor of 
Lydgate’s Assembly of Gods in 1805. In

The professor was born in 
1865 and was a student at the Universities of 
Oxford and Berlin from 1890 to 1892. 


BEGINS FIGHT ON MEASLES. 


Health Commissioner Asks Physicians 
to Make Reports on Disease to A» 
sist in Prevention. 


Requests that physicians report all cases 
of measles to the health department for 
tabulation were made to the medical frater-# 
nity by Health Commissioner Evang yester- 
day morning. Dr. Evang said the danger 
from measles was far underestimated, and 
that the records of the department showed 
an average weekly death rate of ten from 
the disease. He declared that the disease 
was highly contagious and that 99 out of 
every 100 who visited afflicted persons con- 

tracted the disease. 

According to the records of the department, 
nearly 125 cases a week are reported, but 
Dr. Spalding. head of the contagious disease 
department, estimated that barely half of the 
cases were reported. 

Dr. Evans said that measies when con- 
tracted by children is more fatal than typhoid 
fever and that every effort should be made 


to prevent its spread.

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SEARCH OF FRENCH CONSUL. 


Money Raised by Picture Sale Is 
Sought by Henri Merou in Con- 
sulate Records. 


M. Henri Merou, French consul in Chicago, 
yesterday continued his search for the $30,000 
or $40,000 derived from a sale of French pic- 
tures in New York for the benefit of sufferers 
from the great Chicago fre. While the day 
brought forth some new information about 
the fund, the consul said at night that he has 
beeh unable to find any evidence that the 
money ever reached Chicago. That it did 
reach the city is all that he cares to satisfy 
himself about. 

I believe that George J. Furbeck must be 
in error in his statement that the money was 
received in Chicago and was paid over to the 
French relief society here,“ said M. Merou. 
It such had been the case the records of 
the consulate would show it. The society 
referred to was too small to have the money, 
and I am unable to find any record of the 
money coming here at all. A correspondent 
in Paris has asked me to look up the matter.

Sandy Hook, Ky., May 2.—[Special.}— 
Judge James Hargis, who ie in jail here 
awaiting trial for his life on the charge of 
murdering Dr. Cox, created a sensation in 
the courthouse yard today by pretty nearly 
winning the marble playing championship 
from Sandy Hook's crack agate twirlers. 

It was an exciting contest, and town and 
county officials, with farmers from miles 
around, gathered to see the finish. Hargis 
“had vanquished, one after another, three of 
the best marble players in the town, but the 
fourth, a veritable wizard at the game, 
proved his master, When it was over the 
town breathed freely again. For awhile it 
looked as if a stranger, and a man accused 
of murder at that, was going to make its 
champions blush. 

Every one in Sandy Hook is hoping now 
that it won't be long before the trial of 
Hargis starts, because it is felt that with a 
little more practice in the courthouse yard 
he'll have to be acknowledged champion. 


Marbles Only Game Town Knows. 

This may sound odd and curious anywhere 
else on the map except here in this outpost 
of civilization. But in Sandy Hook marbles 
ie the. real national pastime. They have 
heard of baseball in a hazy sort of way with- 
out understanding. Bowling, golf, tennis, 
and even croquet are just words that convey 
no meaning to Sandy Hookers. If any one 
set up a tennis net here or swung a driver on 
the front lawn the natives, young and old, 
would think him crazy. 

Marbles is the thing, and young and old of 
both sexes play and talk marbles all day and 
dream of marbles at night. There are more 
marbies in this town than in any other place 
three times its size in the country. The front 
parlors of the houses of both rich and poor 
are studded with brilliant glagsies and multl- 
colored agates won in many a hard fought 
contest. 

Nobody knows how the game seized upon 
the town. Everybody has played marbles 
ever since he can remember, The reminis- 
cences of the oldest inhabitants are tangled 
up with thrilling memories of marble games 
they have won and lost. 


Old and Young Victims of Spell. 
On a warm day the public square is one 
big marble arena. It echoes with shouts of 
“picks” and fan“ and all the vernacular of 
the game. It is common to see a girl of 
eighteen, who in another place would be a 
social belle, down on her knees in the dust 
knuckling bowlders with a man of sixty and 
both playing with the utmost gravity. Busi- 
ness men here do not invite acquaintances 
to lunch at the club. They ask them out 
onto the square for a game of marbles, 
pobre: in Sandy Hook society do not give 
card parties.

MAKE STATEMENT AS TO RECENT 
ATTACKS IN THAT CITY. 


Business Residents ef Coast Metro- 
olia Deny They Have Given Any 
Provocation for Insults and Insist 
That American People Take Notice 
of Acts Which Are Result of Racial 
Prejudice — Dispute That Action 
Is Aocidental.

San Francisco, Cal., May 20.—The Jap- 
anese association, composed of leading Jap- 
anese residents, today made the following 
statement of the Japanese view of recent 
assaults committed against Japanese in this 
city: 

“In the first place, the Japanese residents 
of San Francisco realize the fact that pres- 
ent conditions in thie city make it difficult 
for the authorities to extend full protection, 

They are convinced, however, that much 
of the violence te which they had been sub- 
jected is due to racial prejudice, and that 
the attempts in certain quarters to have it 
appear that the trouble is confined to quar- 
rels between laboring men, incidentally in- 
volving the Japanese, are without founda- 
tion. 


Jap Restaurants Attacked. 

In support of this view they direct atten- 
tion to the fact that the Japanese restaurants 
have been systematically annoyed and simul- 
taneously attacked. Hardly a day goes by, 
in the territory south of Market street, that 
some threatening demonstration is not made 
by roughs and hoodlums against Japanese 
places of business in that quarter.“ 

After giving a number of specific instances 
of attacks on Japanese restaurants between

Heve that they are fully justified in protest- 
ing against acts which place their property in 
jeopardy and their lives in peril, and they de- 
nounce as unjust such public criticism as at- 
tributes their complaints-to mere caprice. 

“They simply desire that the facts of 
these assaults should be placed before the 
American people, believing implicitly in the 
wedges) and sense of justice of that tri- 

unal.“ 


Tokio Paper Demands Cure. 

TOKIO, May 30.—The Asahi this morning 
in its leader emphasizes, in carefully guarded 
words, its opinion of the absence of sincerity 
on the part of the San Francisco municipal 
cfficials to protect the treaty rights of Japa- 
nese residents, and insists on the neceesity 
of approaching the Washington government 
with a demand that decided measures be 
taken to exterminate the source of prosecu- 
tion against Japanese citizens. 

The Asahi also refers with appreciation to 
the warm reception of Gen. Kuroki in Amer- 
ica, and regrets that the recurrence of the 
San Francisco incident has blurred the cor- 
dlal relations of both nations.

Huge a Force of Soldiers. 


NAVY NOT FOR CONQUEST. 


Fatherland Seeks Only to Guard 
Her Own Shores; Wants Open 
Door the World Around. 


BERLIN, May The German army en- 
ists not for conquest, but as a guarantee of 
peace. The German navy is not intended to 
attack the world, but to defend Germany's 
own shores. Germany wants only the open 
door in Africa and the far east. 

So declared Herr Muehiberg, undereecre- 
tarp of state, speaking for the kaiser to a 


| delegation of visiting British journalists at 


a dinner given them here tonight. 

The rnaliste, who are visiting Germany 
in an effort to clear up the misunderstand- 
ings which lead to constant untriendliness 
between British and Germen newspapers, 
arrived here today from Bremen. They have 
been invited to luncheon with the emperor 
at Potsdam on June 8, when there will bea 
review of the troops in their honor. 


German Army for Peace. 

In the course of his remarkeat the banquet 
this evening Herr Muehlberg said: 

“Tf I look Over the 9 newspapers I 
come across nearly every day some version 
‘of a curious tale thet seems to ud many 
able and sealous propagators in foreign pa- 
pers, including a good many English news- 
papers. I must confess that it is the tale 
that Germany ie threatening of imperiling 
the peace of the world. The German army is 
viewed abroad with a suspicious eye as 8 
war engine destined one day to be let loose 
and spread disturbance and terror over the 
world. 

Gentlemen, it is true that Germany bas 
a great and gallant army, of which We are 
justly proud, but can anybody prove that 
this army, since the establishment of the 
empire, hag been misused? That we have 
frivelousty risked the lives of sons?

Wherever throughout the world England 
brings a county under her sphere of influence 
she has never prevented the devélopment 
of that country, as so many other nations 
have done to their own injury. You did not 
exclude others from this work in the coun- 
tries under British influence, but allowed 
them to go along with you. Here, I believe, is 
the connecting bridge on which we can join 
in the coming work without prejudice to the 
alliance and friendghips linking your country 
to other nations."’ 

The British ambassador, Sir Frank C. 
Laselles, followed Herr Muehiberg. He dep- 
recated the antagonistic articles appearing 
in some sections of the press of both countries 
and said the relations between England and 
Germany had improved, but it was too early 
to say that the misunderstandings between 
them had entirely disappeared.
